The first hole took about 22 
hours to drill; the second about 25

“ We’ve got a little problem .” 
Gordon Smith, deputy state secre­ 
tary of mining, informed Throne 
and Fellin by way of the m icro­ 
phone in the existing six-inch life­ 
line hole. 
“ It looks like we’ve gone to the 
bottom 
rock.”

White stuff is coming up the 
12 inch hole.”

Premonition Of Danger 


HAZLETON, Pa. 
AP) — Louis 
Bova, trapped 331 feet down a 
coal mine along with the other 
two miners, hut apart from them, 
had a feeling beforehand that 
something bad would happen. 
On that Sunda> night before the 
Aug. ll cave-in of tons of rock and 
coal the 42-year-old Bova climbed 
out of the slope of the Fellin Min­ 
ing Co. coal 
mine at nearby 
Sheppton, and went home to his 
wife and eight month-old son in 
Pattersonville 
‘ Eva,’’ he said, "that mine is a 
dangerous place I can hear the 
cracks ” He shook his head fore-i 
bodingly. Mrs. Bova, telling the 
story, rememlier.s that vividly. 
All the same Bova went back to 
the mine on Monday. Deep into 
the earth he went, soberly, trying 
to stifle his misgivings. He could 
not do otherwise.

CHICAGO (AP) - “The good 
Lord has been good to me. H e 1 
had to be because nobody could 
be that lucky.” 
That’s how’ Jerry Lynch, P itts-1 
burgh Pirate outfielder, explained ; 
his feelings after hitting his major 
league record-breaking 15th pinch I 
home run Wednesday. His ninth- 
inning drive into the right field 
bleachers at Wrigley Field pro- j 
duced the new’ mark as well as a j 
7-6 victory over the Chicago Cubs 
“The first thing I did was call 
my wife and four kids back in 
Pittsburgh,” said the 33-year-old 
Lynch. “ It was my greatest thrill 
in baseball, and I’ve had a few. 
Eight or nine of my pinch homers 
have won or tied games for my 
team. You always enjoy a homer, 
but not nearly as much in a los­ 
ing cause.” 


2 A G A IN ST CUBS 
Lynch’s record-tying and record- 
making pinch homers were spaced 
just one month apart, and both 
against the Cubs as well as off the 
same pitcher—Lindy McDaniel. 
It wa 
July 21 in Pittsburgh 
w’hen Lynch frisked McDaniel for 
a pinch homer in the ninth good 
for three runs and a 5-5 tie before 
the Pirates went on to win 6-5 in 
14 innings. 
‘‘It’s funny I should get the two 
homers off Lindy with exactly 
opposite kind of pitches,” Lynch 
said. “In Pittsburgh a month ago 
I hit a low fork ball. Today with 
the count of 3 and I he gave me 
a high fast ball.” 
The record-maker was Lynch’s 
12th homer of the year, and sec­ 
ond in as many games against 
the Cubs. 
In his collection of 15 pinch 
homers Lynch has hit six off 
Cub pitchers and three off Mc. 
Daniel. Jerry's first off 
Lindy 
came Aug. 8, 1961, in St. Louis 
when McDaniel still was pitching 
for the Cardinals. 
His feat erased the record 14 of 
his former Cincinnati teammate, 
George Crowe.

sleep for lf* hours without stop­ 
ping. I have been operating all 


in the Union Army during the 
Civil War. At G ettysburg he was 
in charge of a field hospital situ­ 
ated in a stone farm house and 
bam near Little Round Top dur­ 
ing the bloody days of July 2 and 
3. 1863. He was one of the leading 
figures in American m edicine at 
the turn of the century, his ex­ 
periences as a field surgeon and 
w artim e 
hospital 
adm inistrator 
deeply influencing his course as 
a creative genius, pioneer and in­ 
novator in advancing m any as­ 
pects of modern American m edi­ 
cine. As a result of extended stu­ 
dies he became also the most 
em inent bibliographer in the his­ 
tory of medicine as well as a 
pioneer in the field of biostatis­ 
tics. 
An outstanding hospital consult­ 
ant, his plans for the construc­ 
tion of Johns Hopkins Hospital 
were accepted in 1875 and he de­ 
voted 25 years to the supervision 
and development of the hospital. 
His concern over the control of 
infection, dating from his Civil 
W ar days, 
inspired the unique 
pattern of isolated pavilions at 
Hopkins and later at the P eter 
Bent Brigham Hospital in Bos­ 
ton. After retirem ent from the 
A rm y in 1895, he planned and or­ 
ganized the construction of the 
New 
York 
Public 
Library. 
He 
also founded the Surgeon Gen­ 
e ra l’s 
Library 
which 
has 
now 
grown into the National Library 
of Medicine at Bethesda. 


ST A R T E D IN JU NE, '63 


Billings’ report on the Battle of 
G ettysburg began in a letter to 
his wife on June 29, 1863, when 
he wrote from a cam p near F red­ 
erick. He expressed the satisfac 
tion in the Army of the Potom ac 
over the removal of Gen. Hooker 
and the apathy to the news of 
M eade's succession. He predicted 
that "there will probably be no 
battle for a long tim e, at least 
for us as we are in the rear 
of the Army. . . . We do not know 
w here we are going, further than 
that it Is towards Pennsylvania 
. , . The main Reb Army m ust be 
40 m iles away, if not 60.” His 
unit was shortly on the m arch 
toward Gettysburg. 
On the afternoon of July I, the 
Second Division of the Fifth Corps 
to which Billings’ m edical unit 
w as attached went into cam p at 
Hanover. 
A 
few* m inutes 
later 
word cam e of the engagem ent 
and repulse of the F irst Corps 
beyond Gettysburg, and the m arch 
was resum ed. On July 2 at 
a.m . the division was posted in 


lying behind the stone walls around 
the house and. as I rode up. a 
small body of Relvels further up 
the hill, and about 75 yards off, 
saluted me with a volley. They 
were captured a moment later 
by a regim ent which had passed 
between them and their own lines. 
“ On entering the house. I found 
it unoccupied and bearing evi­ 
dence of hasty desertion bv its 
inmates. A good fire was blazing 
in 
the 
kitchen 
stove, 
a large 
quantity of dough was mixed up. 
the bake pans were greased; in 
short, everything was ready for 
use, I im m ediately set my at­ 
tendants at work baking bread 
and 
heating 
large 
boilers 
of 
w ater. 
In 
five m inutes 
I was 
joined by the other medical of­ 
ficers detailed for the hospital. 
The am bulance train reported to 
me fifteen m inutes later having 
with it three Autenrieth wagons, 
and by the tim e the operating 
tables were set up and m aterials 
for 
dressings 
arranged, 
the 
wounded began to pour in. I per­ 
formed a large num ber of opera­ 
tions of various kinds, received 
and fed 750 wounded and worked 
all that night without cessation. 
An agent of the Sanitary Com­ 
mission visited m e in the evening 
and furnished me with a barrel 
of crackers, a few lemons, etc. 
Of stim ulants, chloroform, m or­ 
phine and m aterials for dressing, 
the Autenrieth wagons furnished 
an am ple supply.

“ On July 3 at 7 o'clock a m. 
I was ordered by Surgeon Milhau. 
medical director of the corps, to 
rem ove the hospital to a point 
about one mile to the rear.
